To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Jackson: 

We  have  an  vinusually  small  school  this  year.  Mr.  Monroe 
Earl  Hawkins,  a  graduate  of  Farmington  Normal  School,  suc- 
ceeded Mr  Rowe,  and  has  proved  to  be  an  effective  teacher 
and  good  leader.  Both  Miss  Lord  and  Mr.  Hav^kins  have 
done  much  for  the  out-of-school  activities  of  the  pupils  and  the 
school  board  has  been  very  cooperative  with  their  efforts.  The 
attitude  of  pupils  is  excellent. 

Mr.  Hawkins  will  probablv  be  with  our  army  next  year. 
The  teacher  shortage  which  is  growing  more  and  more  acute, 
makes  a  serious  problem  for  school  executives.  As  in  other 
matters  the  only  rule  is  to  do  the  best  that  can  be  done  under 
the  situation  that  exists  at  the  time  when  decisions  have  to 
be  made.
